Ansara, George Huason, Najcb Haycck 
and Louis Tearid hold the title to the 
churoh property in trust for the bene- 
fit of "a corporation to be organized 
under the laws of Massachusetts" and 
to ho Xnown as the "St. George Syrian 
Orthodox church." 
That the church 


has heen paid for, altered and beauti- 
fied with funds contributed by mem- 
bers of the society to which the plain- 
tiffs belong, consisting on Nov. 30. last 
of 20 members. 
That on that date 


five of the defendants seceded from 
.the society and together with the oth- 
er defendants are now attempting to 
secure a certificate of Incorporation 
under the name of St. George Syrian 
Orthodox church, in order to obtain 
| control of the ohnrch property and 
to deprive the society of its chnrch. 


I taking advantage of the terms of the 
declaration of trust, which provide that 
tho trustees shall hold the property for 
the Denerit of a corporation to be or- 
ganized under the name of St. George 
Syrian Orthodox church. 


It is also allesed that the defen- 


dants havo already applied for a cer- 
tiftcato of incorporation under that 
name and an injunction is being sought 
against the secretary of the common- 
wealth from issuing a certificate of in- 
corporation to the defendants. 
The 


bill was filed with Justice Raymond, 
who has issued a temporary injunc- 
tion and has set Thursdaj-. Dec. 11, as 
the date for a hearing to hn held In 
Boston.

war materials. Prominent naval offi- 
cers, notably Admirals Sims, Benson, 
Mayo. Itodman" and Wilson, Rear Ad- 
miral Knapp, who succeeded Admiral 
Sims in command abroad, and the offi- 
cers who participated In the trans- 
Atlantic night, received praise for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service. The 
value o£ the Naval War college, at 
Newport, R. I., was graphically demon- 
strated during the war, the report de- 
clared, adding that "the day will come
